Pan Advocated by Mills. — 

“ae winning Mills plan, which was 
released today, deals in detail with 
prevention of the diversion of indus- 
trial alcohol, which, according to the 
author, is the principal source of sup- 
ply for the bootlegger. Young AI- 
’mack’s plan is to be made public Jan- 
uary 1.

23,230 in Contest. 


There were 23,230 persons in the 
contest for the $25,000 prize, submit- 
ting 19,000 plans. Half of the contest- 
ants were women. Prize plans were 
received from every state in the union, 
the District of Columbia, every terri- 
torial possessicn of the United States 
and ten foreign countries. One was 
from a Brazilian gerieral, another from 
an official of China. 

New York state led in the number 
of plans submitted with 2,104, Penn- 
sylvania was next with 1.455; Califor- 
nians submitted 1,128. Wyoming sub- 
mitted the smallest number among the 
states, only 22 plans. 

Plans submitted ranged from sug- 
gested modification of the eighteenth 
amendment, urged by 774, to jail sen- 
tences for all convictions and deporta- 
tion of all alien offenders. Modification 
of the Volstead act was urged by 5,340, 
while 1,536 favored government manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicants, and 
400 wanted light wines and beer. 

“Diversion of alcohol and liquors 
under cover of indiscriminately grant- 
ed permits controlled by unreliable 
persons provides the vast majority of 
liquor consumed today,” Major Mills 
said in the preface to his plan. “The 
task of restricting and reducing per- 
mit holders to those reliable persons 
or corporations conducting a legiti- 
mate business is the main problem in 
enforcement. 

“Any plan logically carried out and 
@nergetically pushed to a definite 
conclusion is better than no plan at

President-elect Hoover's plan for a 
$3,000,000,000 public works reserve 
fund as a remedy for unemployment 
and industrial depression receives 
strong support from the experience of 
North Carolina in putting through its 
$150,000,000 highway program. . 
There never was a much darker out- 
look for industry and agriculture than 
that which existed in the Tarheel 
state during the early months of 1921. 
Cotton growing and cotton manufac- 
ture were thrown flat on their backs 
by the post-war deflation. Other in- 
dustfies were equally depressed and 
thousands were unemployed. Banks 
were failing in every county. Money 
was scarce and interest rates were 
high. 
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Bonds For Highways. 

But the North Carolina legislature 
in the face of this black outlook in 
February, 1921, had the vision and 
audacity to authorize the issuance of 
$50,000,000 of bonds to construct a 
state highway system. After a stren- 
uous debate the system was authorized 
to be laid out on the “county seat to 
county seat” plan so as to reach every 
section of the state instead of building 
only a few trunk-line highways. 

‘Some of our own citizens and many 
of our neighbors in adjoining states 


ooked on in amazement,” says High- 
way Commissioner Frank Page. ‘They 
thought it was another case of ‘fren- 
zied. finance’ and expected to see us 
soon shipwrecked upon the shoals of 
bankruptcy.” Ms tae 4 : 

The bond market was very unfayor- 
able during the early part of the year 
and North Carolina bonds could not be 
sold except at a sacrifice. But with 
consummate courage the highway com- 
mission took over the maintenance of 
the county road system and borrowed 
on short-time notes enough money to 
begin construction of the new system 
of hard surfaced highways. 

The effect was almost magical. It 
was not so much the fact that a few 
thousand men were put to work who 
would otherwise have been idle. Nor 
was it the mere expenditure of a few 
million dollars which soon found their 
way into general circulation. It was 
rather the profound psychological ef- 
fect throughout the state of seeing 
large scale constructive work going 
ahead under full steam in the fact of 
the surrounding gloom and depression. 

Courage Renewed. 

Manufacturers, merchants and farm- 
ers got their cqurage up and within a 
short time were back to the normal 
level of activity. And North Carolina 
came through the depression in better 
shape perhaps than any other state 
in this part of the coyntry. 

Down to date $168900,000 has been 
expended in North Carolina in the con- 
struction of permanent highways. Of

Aboard U. 8S. 8S. Utah, December 
25. — (4) — President-elect Herbert 
Hoover has changed his plans and 
will proceed directly to Washington 
upon returning from his South Amer- 
ican tour. This announcement was 
made today in the midst of Christmas 
celebrations on board the battleship 
Utah which now is cruising north- 
ward, 

Under the revised schedule the bat- 
tleship will head for Hampton Roads, 
Va., where it is expected to arrive 
January 6. The Hoover party 
will then disembark and proceed to 
the capital city. Mr. Hoover probably 
will remain in Washington for a week 
or 10 days, attending to matters 
awaiting his attention. After that he 
will go to Florida as_ originally 
planned, 

This ‘ange in schedule was hailed 
with joy by members of the Hoover 
party as well as the officers and crew 
of the battleship as it had been ex- 
pected that Mr. Hoover would land 
in Florida and remain in that state 
until almost time for his inaugura- 
tion, 

Hampton Roads is the Utah’s base 
and it now will be possible for its 
officers and crew to pay brief visits 
to their families before leaving on a 
three-month practice cruise to Pan- 
ama. The revised plans also will en- 
able the president-elect personally to 
attend to his affairs in Washington 
rather than to attempt to execute 
their direction ftom a winter home 
in Floride?*"Whether a trip will “be 
made to Cuba and Mexico before the 
inauguration is expected to be decid- 
ed after Mr. Hoover reaches Wash- 
ington. 

President Coolidge and the presi- 
dent-elect.today exchanged Christmas 
greetings via radio as did the first 
lady and the first lady-to-be. Mr. Hoo- 
ver also received a number of other 
messages from members of the cabi- 
net and personal friends from all parts 
of the world.

Grand Canyon, Ariz., December 25. 
(/)—Whether Christmas carried the 
joy of rescue to Mr. and Mrs. Glenn 


‘Hyde, lost in the Grand Canyon of 


Colorado, was not known here _ to- 
night as this little community awaited 
word from searching parties. 

Footprints had been found in silt 
at the bottom of the mile-deep gorge 
near Ruby Canyon Rapids. Hoping to 
pick up further tracks of the strand. 
ed pair. Rescuers pushed farther 
along the tortuous course of the river, 
but no report of findjng additional 
marks left by the thrill-seeking duo 
had been received here. 

"mery Kolb, pioneer of the canyon 
region, was heading a band following 
the river from Diamond Creek to 
Separation Rapids. This party used 
a crude boat, but the searchers be- 
lieved they would be able to reach 
the scow that army aviators reported 
stranded on a sand bar. 

Kolb’s party will be met Thursday 
by a pack horse expedition farther 
down the river. The rescuers hoped 
to find a message at the abandoned 
scow, or some indication of the route 


the adventuring couple intended to 
take when they left their home-maue 
craft. 

Sixty-seven days ago the Hansen, 
Idaho, pair embarked on a thrill 
hunt. They intended to “shoot” the 
Colorado’s formidable rapids in their 
sturdy scow, and make port at Nee- 
dies, Calif. When they failed to ar- 
rived according to their plan, con- 
cern for their safety arose and search- 
ing parties were sent out. 

Army aviators from Riverside, 
Calif., located the scow, apparently 
unscathed by the battering of the 
rapids. . Location of the footprints in- 
dicated. that Hyde had disembarked to 
examine the waters ahead before pro- 
ceeding below Ruby Canyon rapids.

The Park hotel was a four-story 
structure and nominally has about 85 
roomers, mostly employed in the rub- 
ber factories here.

AILLED AS ROBBER 


California Student Dies 
by Policeman’s Bullet; 
Two Alleged Accom- 
plices Under Arrest. 


Berkeley, Calif., December 25.—(-P) 
Thomas Donald Hall, 21-year-old so- 
phomore of the University of Redland 
(California) was shot and killed here 
today by Patrolman Thaddeus Ornes, 
William Cornewell Cooney, 21, and 
George I. Keller, 23, both juniors at 
the same school, were arrested after 
they had robbed a florist’s shop “to 
get Christmas money.” 

After Hall was shot, Cooney sur- 
rendered, but not until he had been 
fired at twice by Ornes. Later, on 
information given by Cooney, Keller 
was arrested at a hotel. Both boys 
are alleged to have confessed, and said 
they were without money and devised 
a plan to commit some robberies as 
a means of raising funds. The rob- 
bery of the florist’s shop was their 
first attempt. 

An inquest was to be held over 
Hall's body possibly tomorrow when 
the other two students are expected 
to be arraigned, 

The three were described by Presi- 
dent V. L. Duke of the institution 
as “average students with good rec- 
ords,” 

Hall was the son of a rancher near 
San Bernardino. The other two live 
in San Bernardino. They had come 
north for a Christmas holiday and ad- 
venture. They were “broke” except 
for the price of tickets to a motion 
picture show, where they said they 
made their plans last night. 


Washington, December 25.—(/)— 
An agreement on the general terms of 
a special protocol to govern the Pan 
American arbitration conference's ef- 
forts to conciliate the Bolivian- 
Paraguayan dispute was reached to- 
day by the special committee on this 
question. The Bolivian and Para- 
guayan representatives attended the 
committee session, 

The committee met shortly after 
the Bolivia legation here had _ re- 
ceived from its home government a 
reply to a questionnaire addressed to 
tolivia last week by the special com- 
mittee. The questionnaire sought in- 
formation as to that government's at- 
titude on certain phases of the pro- 
posed conciliation proceedings and the 
legation today said the tone of the re- 
ply was “favorable.” 

At the committee meeting Dr. Vic- 
tor Maurtua, of Peru, chairman of 
the special committee, Minister Diez 
de Medina, of Bolivia, and _ Eligio 
Ayala, Paraguayan delegate to the 
conference, were instructed to draft 
the text of the conciliation protocol. 
This will be transmitted to the two 
interested governments for their ap- 
proval, after which it will be reported 
to a plenary session of the arbitra- 
tion conference for that group to take 
action and appoint the judges of the 
conciliation tribunal. 

Agreement as to the general pur- 
pose of the protocuol was quickly 
reached by the special committee after 
considering the replies of Bolivia and 
Paraguay to the questionnatres, which 
requested a definite review of the con- 
troversy and the make-up of the pro- 
posed conciliation tribunal. It was 
said that a close agreement on the 
main points at issue was found in 
both replies and that this would ex- 
pedite the work of the committee, 

After its meeting today the special 
committee issued the following com- 
munique: 

“The special committee met to con- 


sider replies made by Bolivia and 
Paraguay to its inquiries. 

“These replies were fully satisfac- 
tory, agreeing on all basic points, and 
after reeeiving further information 
from the two governments the com- 
mittee will submit a report to the 
conference.” 

Committee members expressed the 
hope that by next Saturday both gov- 
ernments would have agreed to the 
protocol now being drafted and that 
this document would have been rati- 
fied by the conference itself. 

After adoption of the protocol and 
appointment of the judges on the con- 
eiliating tribunal the arbitration con- 
ference will be free to adjourn, leav- 
ing the actual mediation efforts to a 
special body for which the protocol 
provides,

Leaving the national capital at the 
holiday season for the first time since 
he assumed office, the chief executive 
late in the day boarded a special train 
on the Atlantic Coast Line for a 
trip that is expected to keep him 
away from his desk until after New 
Year's day. 

Instead of their customary Christ- 
mas dinner at the white house, a 
sumptuous meal was prepared for Mr. 
and Mrs. Coolidge on the train. Un- 
der the personal direction of George

Line, a specially engraved menu card 
gave the president his choice of filet 
mignon or roasted Vermont turkey 
with dressing and cranberry sauce, 
while honeyed sweet potatoes, creamed 
cauliflower and a variety of desserts, 
ranging from hot mince pie to straw- 
berry shortcake, completed the list. 

Mr. and Mrs. Coglidge were accom-

Savants From U. S. and Cab- 
ada To Take Up Many 
Subjects. 


New York, December 25.—()— 


Scientists from all over the United | 


States and Canada gather here to- 


morrow for a meeting forecast as the 
largest conference of scientists in the 
world, the annual convention of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. . 

The sessions open tomorrow night 
and continue through New Year's 
night. Forty-five scientific societies, 
their subjects ranging from home 
building and ancient tombs, to chem- 
istry and endrocine glands, will par- 
ticipate in the meeting. 

The American association member- 
ship is composed of a great number 
of college, university and school sci- 
entists. Their field is “pure sci- 
ence,’’ that is, research for the sake 
of discovery alone, regardless of the 
immediate financial benefit, or even of 
the immediate usefulness. Neverthe- 
less their work is the foundation upon 
which in the past two decades an 
amazing world of applied scientific 
improvements has been erected, and 
they are the principle trainers, through 
their profession as teachers, of the 
American scientists of the future. 


The papers to be delivered are not | 


yet all on hand, but advance estimates 
place them at upwards of 2,000. Most 
of them are on technical subjects. 
Each year these papers are scanned 
a little breathlessly because among 
them may be another important sci- 
entific discovery. Recognizing this 
interest, the association makes an an- 
nual award for an “outstanding” pa- 
per, carefully refraining from calling 
it the most important paper, on the 
ground that the significance of the 
most important paper may not even 
be recognized for several years.

As the Dawes plan _ reparations 
schedule now stands, Germany is re- 
quired to pay to the allies about 3025,- 
000,000 a year indefinitely. Germany 
says she cannot pay such a sum, and 
also insists some time limit be sct 
so eventually she will .be relieved of 
the burden. Allied statesmen are in- 
clined to agree that the total sum of 
the German obligation ought to be 
fixed. They have decided to assem- 
ble a commission of economic experts 
in Paris soon after New Year's to 
draft a revised schedule. The United 
States has agreed that the allies may 
name two Americans to assist ‘he 
commission—as private citizens and 
not as representatives of this govern- 
ment, however. 

Hoover's Tour. 

_ This good-will journey, the first of 
its kind ever made, was designed to 
draw the two Americas more closely 
together. It is too early to judge its 
specific effect. It has at least em- 
phasized to American citizens that 
the logical sphere of interest is to 
the south and not in Europe. 

Armistice Day Address. 


This address is something 
corollary to the Hoover trip.

procedure, requiring manufacturers 
who use industrial alcohol to show 
such disposition as will allow the gov- 
ernment to trace the alcohol to a 
legitimate dealer.

By another rate-fixing schedule 
otdered by .the federal interstate 
commerce commission, north-cen- 
tral railroads are given a preferen- 
tial on all. traffic, handled in combi- 
nation of two or more lines, north 
or south, from the mid-continent 
gateways. 

This order follows closely upon 
the new schedule of lake coal rates, 
effective January 1, that discrimi- 
nate against the roads touching the 
coal fields of Tennessee, West Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky and in favor of 
the roads touching the Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and other northern fields. 

Just such discrimination on the! 
part of the commission has been | 
going on for some time, and com- 
plaints made by southern carriers, 
and by southern members of con- 
gress, have been of no avail.

III has never been successfully  at- 
tacked. He was a devoutly religious

It gained 
for him the respect and confidence of 
his people and contrasted favorably 
with the machinations of his brilliant, 


‘but unscrupulous, ministers, some of

This title is frequently found in 
the Uld Testament as a synonym for 
ian. The Psalmist asks: “What is 
man that thou are mindful of him, 
or the son of man that thou visitest 
him?’ Tne prophet Ezekiel employs 
the phrase as a_ self-designation 
throughout his prophecy. Verse 13 in 
chapter vii of the Book of Daniel con- 
tains the words: “I saw in the 
night visions, and, behold, one like 
the Son of Man came with the clouds 
of heaven.” 

Later apocalyptic writers wunder- 
stood the expression to signify a su- 
pernatural being existent with God 
in paradise from all eternity. Christ’s 
contemporaries were familiar with 
these uses and interpretations of the 
title. They knew that the Son of 
Man was regarded by the authorities 
quoted as the agent of Jehovah des- 
tined to appear on earth in great 
power and glory. 

The underlying question is: Did 
Jesus identify Himself with this pop- 
ular conception? I question it. His 
followers may have done so, since the 
apocalyptic element was pervasive in 
the Jewish mind of that and later 
periods. But there is no room for 
reasonable doubt that the Master 
stressed the transcendency of His own 
being. Hence the title Son of Man se 
often uttered by Jesus of himself 
blends His perfect humanity with His

WHEN FOOD IS POISON. | 


Taking the queries of readers as, 
they come, sometimes I despair of ever 
hearing the last of that ridiculous 
notion propagated by the mail-order 
“food specialist,’ namely, that one 
must be careful to avoid certain com- 
binations of foods, lest some poison 


‘arise from the reaction between two | 
{uncongenial staples in one’s interior. 


Allowing for the abysmal ignorance 
of our educated class about human 
physiology I am still at a loss to un- 
derstand why folks should take such 
silly suggestions so seriously, when 
everybody knows from his own experi- 
ence that no ill consequence befalls if 
the combination or mixture of food 
substances ,happens to appeal to one’s 
taste or appetite, and, per contra, the 
indulgence doesn’t have to _ include 
more than one item of food to bring 
unpleasant or painful consequences if 
the lone item happens to taste bad. 

Dismissing all that wiseacre bait of 
the fake “doctor” who holds forth in 
plenty of shady publications, we have 
to consider the mystery of allergy ana- 
phylaxis or sensitization to this and 
that food substance, for this state un- 
questionably does render perfectly 
wholesome food poisonous to the un- 
fortunate individual who happens to 
be sensitized. Perhaps the condition 
we now call allergy is the same as or 
at least akin to that which we for- 
merly called idiosyncrasy. You will 
find idiosyncrasy in any dictionary, 
you must look in the Addenda for 
such new words as allergy and ana- 
phylaxis, for even the latest editions 
of the dictionary are 10 years behind 
the times. Briefly allergy or ana- 
phylaxis means a peculiar sensitivity 
or susceptibility to certain substances, 
food substances in the present consid- 
eration, and, as far as I can learn, 
only proteins. 

Angioneuratic edema is the fear- 
some name by which we doctors awe 
the victim of giant hives into an un- 
questioning mood. If he comes com- 
plaining of whopping big hives, we 
sound off about angioneurotic edema 
and as a rule this makes it unneces- 
sary for us to tell the patient that we 
know no more about it than we do 
about ordinary household or trial sizes 
of hives. But this we do suspect now- 
adays, that angioneurotic edema is 
just one of the various manifestations 
of allergy, and oftén it is food allergy 
that ails the patient. The mystery is, 
not only why a particular food sub 
stance should produce such a mean re- 
action in the sensitized individual, but 
which food can it be? 

This latter question is the one the 
physician has to answer in a great 
many cases nowadays. We are learn- 
ing more and more about food allergy 
and we are even learning how to de- 
tect it and thus finding a way of 
escape for the victim. 

One form of food allergy manifests 
itself in bellyache or colic, gastric or 
intestinal] disturbances, nausea, disten- 
sion, vomiting and probably has been 
falsely called “ptomaine” poisoning in 
many instances, thus putting the 
blame on the food, whereas it should 
be put on the individual's queer sus- 
ceptibility. 

Bronchial asthma, migraine, obsti- 
nate or recurring dermatitis (skin in- 
flammation) more commonly known as 
eczema, spurious “hay fever and even 
“sinus trouble,” are fairly familiar 
examples of food allergy. Physicians 
who have studied the question find 
that food allergy is the real cause 
of certain cases of bladder irritation, 
of fever in children, of low blood pres- 
sure, and even of irregular and pain- 
ful menstruation. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


Oxalie Acid. 

Please give a list of fruits and 
vegetables containing oxalic acid, 
which is harmful in arthritis.— 
(R. D.) 

Answer.—So far as I can learn, 
there is no reason to assume that 
oxalic acid is harmful ‘in artbritis. 
According to the most authoritative 
textbooks (they have a bad habit of 
quoting and re-quoting and often get- 
ting the original facts badly mixed up 
in the process), these foods contain 
oxalic acid: Cocoa, coffee, tea, chicory, 
spinach, rhubarb, plums, figs, goose- 
berries, pepper, bread, potatoes, beets 
and beans. Usually rhubarb, spinach

tain individuals suffer infully, in 
certain circumstances which we do not 
clearly understand, if they eat any) 
quantity of these foods that contain 
oxalic radiclés. The rest of us eat 
as much as we like of such foods and 
suffer no unpleasant consequences.
